PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 

A highly interesting Kenort has been re- 
cently made in the House of sentatives, 
by Mr. Jonathan Roberts, trom the Committee 
of Ways and Means, concluding with the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and 
Means report bills for the following purposes, 
to wit. 

Providing for the gradual collection of mo- 
neys due for lands. 

For the increase of the auction duties, one- 
half of one per centum, and making furniture 
and wearing apparel, soll at auction, dutiable, 
and for the payment of licence duty, by the 
third grade of auctioneers. : 

For equalizing the duties on tavern licen- 
ces. 

For levying and collecting a tax of ten per 
cent. on estates passing from testa‘ors and in- 
testates, to vay but father, mother, husband, 
wite, children, and lineal descendants born in 
lawful wedlock, which, with all escheats, shall 
vest in the internal improvement fund. 

For establishing a fund, to be called the In- 
ternal Improvement fund, which shall be im- 
med ately applicable to the commencement of 
a great Eastern and Western Canal. 

For the establishment of a sinking fund. 
For the raising of the necessary loans to 
commence a canal, and mect other appropria- 
tions 

This report has not yet been acted upon, 
but it cannot fail to be the subject of grave 
and-respectful consideration.
